7:40 PM the region experienced a 4.0 earthquake, by 8:30 PM your Village Districts Commissioners had 
thoroughly inspected the Dam and found no damages. Hopefully earthquakes do not become a common 
occurrence in our region. 
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2012 Fire-Rescue Department Report 





In, 2012 Middleton Fire-Rescue had another busy year. The Fire Department responded 
to 135 calls and the Ambulance responded to 103 medical calls. 


Two of the major incidents include; a three alarm structure fire on Fox Road in January 
which led to a felony arson arrest and a two alarm fire at Middleton Building Supply in 
June that damaged one of the dry kilns. 


In the winter of 2012, Middleton Fire-Rescue applied for a grant through New Hampshire 
Homeland Security and Emergency Management to purchase a command vehicle. The 
grant was awarded in the amount of $20,000 which was 50% of the total cost of the 
vehicle. The town purchased a 2013 Ford Interceptor SUV, also included in the grant was 
new radio equipment, a command console and emergency lighting. The vehicle is used to 
safely manage incidents such as building fires, woods fires, motor vehicle accidents and 
other incidents that require significant resources. In the end the total cost of the project to 
the town was $20,000. The funds for the project came from the fire department’s capital 
reserve fund. 


In 2011 at town meeting a warrant article was approved to establish a revolving account 
for ambulance revenue. Ambulance billing revenue that is collected is deposited in this 
fund and used to purchase equipment and will also offset the cost of anew ambulance in 
the future. The ambulance’s cardiac monitor was upgraded in November using money 
from this fund. 


Middleton Fire-Rescue consists of 24 dedicated men and women who give countless 
hours to the people of Middleton. It is becoming harder and harder to recruit and retain 
qualified responders due to the time requirements of the required training, emergency 
response and administrative functions. I encourage you to support these hard working 
individuals and thank them when you see them.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Middleton Highway Department had another busy year in 2012. Even with the little amount 
of snow last winter the Highway Department was out on 35 different events, plowing and 
sanding, etc. We also had 3 events in summer months. Tropical storm Sandy was the worst 
but all in all we made out better than most. 


We also completed several projects during the summer and early fall, such as the Ridge Road 
and Kings Highway road projects. 


Ridge Road work included 3334' of ditch work excavated 600' of unsuitable base gravel 24" 
deep and replaced with 12" of 4" crushed gravel and 12" of 1%” crushed gravel. Installed 70' of 
culverts and based paved 1450'. Shim overlaid 200' and shoulder graveled 1450' of road. 


The Kings Highway project included 1873' of ditch work reclaimed 2725' and removed 1269' of 
unsuitable gravel 24" deep and replaced with 12" of 4” crushed gravel and 12" of 17%” crushed 
gravel . Base paved and shoulder graveled 2725' of road. We were also involved in the 
preparation work on the Police Department parking lot paving job. All gravel for these projects 
was crushed from our Kings Highway pit as well as the erosion stone for ditches. Having our 
own pits with these materials makes these projects more affordable then outside purchases and 
trucking cost. 


Along with these projects we maintained 4 miles of graveled road several times during summer 
months. Along with maintenance on 8 pieces of equipment and preparing 4 sanders and 4 sets 
of plows for winter use. At this time | would like to thank my crew Dale Glidden, Rob Page and 
Peter Masse for another great year with all projects completed on or ahead of schedule. | would 
also like to welcome our new seasonal part time helper Paul Barron for the winter months. 

Many thanks to Butch and Mary and crew of Barron Brothers Development for the excavation 
and ditch work on the road projects. Also, to the Board of Selectmen and residents for all their 
support of the Highway Department.

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ASSESSING DEPARTMENT 


Revaluation: 2013 means it’s Revaluation time again. Due to the current market, our 2012 
Equalized Ratio shows our Assessed Values to be about 20% over Market Value. The 
revaluation process, through its vast and extensive analysis, will bring the value of your property 
right back in line with the market. 


By reviewing 20% of our town per year over the last 4 years, most properties have already been 
visited and reviewed. After visiting the last 20% of unvisited properties, along with visits to new 
and unfinished construction, new sales, abatements that were turned in before 3/1/13, we will 
be concentrating on the overall town values. This includes a full-town field review mainly from 
the road and up driveways where needed. This also includes a review of all land-only parcels, a 
review and update of all Current Use property files, Elderly Exemptions, and making sure all 
Veterans Tax Credit applications meet current DRA standards. It will be a busy year and we will 
really appreciate your assistance and cooperation as needed. 


Along with the Assessors doing their field reviews, a representative from the state’s Department 
of Revenue Administration may also be visiting some properties to check on the data collected 
by the Assessors. All of these visits are most important to insure that your property is valued 
correctly and fairly. 


All persons visiting your property from Avitar or from the DRA will be clearly identified with a 
picture ID and in marked cars. The Middleton Police will also be notified of their presence in our 
area. 


Property Cards: Would you pay your credit card bills without looking at the line item 
charges??? That’s what you are doing when you pay your tax bill without reviewing your most 
recent Property Card. This “card” is actually an 8% x 11 sheet of paper containing all the data 
on your property. Do we have the correct information on your property? This is the basis for 
your tax bills - so please make sure your data is correct. 


These cards can be viewed on the Public Computer anytime during Town Office hours. The 
Selectmen’s Secretary or the Assessor Clerk can make a copy of your card (free to residents). 
Cards for non-owners are $71.

We then submit our 
recommendations to the Governor by December 15, 2013. The Governor reviews and 
submits her recommendations of the plan to the NH House and Senate by February 
15, 2014 which will become a legislative bill concluding with a new 10 year 
transportation plan by July 1, 2014.

Community Action Partnership of Strafford County is a 501(c)(3) private non-profit organization 
established in 1965 under the provisions of the Equal Opportunity Act of 1964. We work with 
community, state and federal partners to assist more than 10,000 people each year, and the majority of 
program participants have extremely low incomes (below 75 % of the federal poverty threshold). Our 
mission is to educate, advocate and assist people in Strafford County to help meet their basic needs 
and promote self-sufficiency. . 


2012 Highlights include: 

e Our agency provided more than $3 million in federal fuel assistance to 8,373 people in Strafford 
County during the 2011-2012 heating season. A total of 71 households in Middleton received 
more than $59,700 in fuel assistance (an average benefit is $730). 

e Homes that have been improved through CAP’s Weatherization program save an average of 
$440 in heating and cooling costs annually. This past year, we invested more than $23,000 in 
weatherization services in Middleton. 

e Our three food pantries served a total of 4,013 households with more than 102,000 meals. 

e We acquired the Hub Family Resource Center and have incorporated their home visiting 
program into our agency. Our home visitors provide health and wellness services to pregnant 
teens and young woman, new mothers and families in crisis. 


Without the services provided by our agency, many local residents would be without a means to 
provide for their basic needs, including food, education, child care, utilities assistance, job training and 
employment services, transportation, emergency shelter, assistance with obtaining and retaining 
housing and referrals to other agencies. In addition to our administrative office located in Dover, CAP 
maintains its outreach capacity by operating offices in Dover, Farmington and Rochester and Head 
Start Centers in Dover, Farmington, Milton, Rochester and Somersworth. Additionally, we operate 
emergency food pantries in Dover, Farmington and Milton and summer feeding program sites around 
the county. This past summer, for example, we provided 3,250 meals to children ages 18 and under. 


The Community Action Partnership of Strafford County has 130 employees and a $9.7 million operating 
budget. We receive federal, state and local funding as well as United Way grants, foundation and 
charitable grants, fees for service, private business and individual donations. However, funding at all 
levels have decreased this year, and we have made changes to streamline our operations in order to 
continue to provide quality services to all those who qualify. 


In 2013, Community Action Partnership of Strafford County will focus on leveraging funds and 
coordinating intake services to expand and deepen our homeless prevention and housing programs. 
Additionally, we are working to the integration of our home visiting and parent education programs while 
continuing to educate and advocate on behalf of low-income individuals and families.
